future of Abergavenny 
market was in doubt, and 
said that if it did close, a 
cattle market in 
Cowbridge could be in a 
position to attract extra 
business. 

He added: “Once it 
closes, it is unlikely that 
the Vale will get another 
market, because of the 
cost of building one.” 

Mr Davies agreed, 
saying: “I have concerns 


that while the draft LDP 
contains provisions for a 
new market site, there are 
no proposals made for 
the purchase of the site - 
or indeed its develop¬ 
ment as a market.” 

There was universal 
agreement between the 
groups that the loss of 
parking spaces would be 
very bad for the town. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
site also performs an 
invaluable economic 
function for the wider 
business community, 
offering car and coach 
parking for up to 200 
spaces on the days when 
the market is not open. 

“This supports the 
many visitors and shop¬ 
pers that come to the 
area, while also serving 
the staff who work at the 
numerous retail outlets 
and businesses in the 
town centre.” 

“To lose the market, 
and therefore the parking 
facilities, would be a 
devastating blow to the 
local community.” 

The town council 
agreed, as did Chris 
Pearce of the residents’ 
group. Mr Pearce put the 
overall loss of parking 
spaces at 170, because 30 
are due to be created 
when old sheds adjoining 
the town walls are 
knocked down.

Alun John said that he 
was aware of restaurants 
where reservations had 
been cancelled because 
the prospective cus¬ 
tomers had given up try¬ 
ing to find a parking 
space. 

He said that there were 
signs that the market 
operators would be 
offered another 12- 
month lease, but that this 
was just a temporary 
solution. 

He felt that giving the 
site a long-term future 


could lead to the parking 
surface being improved - 
and also the creation of 
more spaces. 

Chris Pearce said that 
the residents’ group had 
identified two sites that 
they felt were suitable for 
housing for the elderly. 

He said: “The sixth 
form building on 
Aberthin Road is one 
possible site. It is as near 
to the town hall as the 
cattle market, and the 
Vale Council recently 
laid a wide, smooth foot¬ 


path that goes into town 
and is traffic free. 

“The building is not 
listed, so the area could 
be demolished and devel¬ 
oped as housing for the 
elderly.” 

He continued: “Even 
more suitable would be 
the lower school site on 
Town Mill Road. 

“We are aware the the 
Vale Council has sold 
this to Taylor Wimpey 
for housing, subject to 
the granting of planning 
permission. 


“However, the council 
could refuse planning 
permission, forcing 
prospective purchasers to 
rethink.” 

Alun John added: “I 
know that at least 70 
chamber of trade mem¬ 
bers have made their own 
representations to the 
Vale Council. 

“What pleases us is 
that this has become a 
non political issue with 
‘cross party’ support in 
the town.” 


TOWN COUNCIL MAKES AN 
OFFICIAL LDP’ RESPONSE 


COWBRIDGE with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council has made its 
official response to the 
Vale Council’s draft 
Local Development 
Plan (LDP). 

Councillors have 
come out against a num¬ 
ber of LDP designations. 
These include: 

• The candidate site 
identified as land adjoin¬ 
ing Court Close, 
Aberthin, because of the 
impact that it will have 
on an already busy main 
road and which has 
already been identified as 
having a speeding prob¬ 
lem. 

• The candidate site of 
land adjoining St Athan 
Road. The council is 
strongly of the opinion 
that before the site is put 
forward for residential 
development, further fea¬ 
sibility studies and sur¬ 


veys should be carried 
out to identify the impact 
that such a development 
will have on the infra¬ 
structure of the town 
such as increased volume 
of traffic, parking, which 
is already a considerable 
problem, and schools. 

• With regard to the 
former Cowbridge 
Comprehensive sixth 
form block on Aberthin 
Road, the council would 
like it to be retained for 
that purpose, as there is 
no sixth form facility in 
the new school. 

The council response 
said: “Students of the 


sixth form have no alter¬ 
native but to leave the 
school premises during 
the lunch time period - 
which the majority 
appear to do.” 

• The council also 
looked at the ‘green open 
spaces’ in the town, 
specifically the ‘Cricket 
Field’ and ‘Rugby Field’. 

It believes that these 
must be preserved for the 
benefit of the local com¬ 
munity at all costs - and 
strongly opposes either 
site being put forward as 
alternative candidate 
sites for residential 
development.

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'LDP does 
not apply the 
right tests' 


1 AM well aware 
of the consider¬ 
able concerns felt 
by local residents liv¬ 
ing in both the 
Swanbridge and 
Lavernock Park 
areas, over the draft 
Local Development 
Plan. 

The LDP requires 
every local council in 
Wales to identify land 
for housebuilding for the 
next 15-year period, and 
to allow “candidate 
sites” to be put forward 
by land owners, for con¬ 
sideration in this 
process. 

Naturally, every 
potential developer, as 
well as the Welsh 
Government itself, 
which owns around 340 
acres of former WDA 
land at Lavernock, wants 
a slice of the action (as 
well as a share of the 
profits), if they can 
obtain approval for 
development. 

Each site has had to 
pass certain “tests”, 
which are relatively easy 
to satisfy by meeting 
simple criteria such as a 
nearby school or a shop, 
and preferably being 
within a mile or so of 
public transport. 

What they do NOT 
have to satisfy in the 
assessment is the capaci¬ 
ty of the local highway 
network to carry hun¬ 
dreds of additional vehi¬ 
cles on already over¬ 
loaded roads; the fact 
that no additional by¬ 
passes or traffic manage¬ 
ment facilities would 
need to be provided, and 
the sheer weight of traf¬ 


fic that already, let alone 
in the future, currently 
clogs up through routes 
to work, during peak 
hours. 

Additionally, none of 
this takes into account 
the fact that, in the case 
of both Lavernock and 
Sully, local schools are 
already at capacity and 
are unable to take addi¬ 
tional pupils; that sensi¬ 
tive areas of wildlife and 
protected coast are under 
threat from this type of 
large scale development 
(an additional 1,100 
houses) at the two sites; 
and the fact that country¬ 
side which has previous¬ 
ly been protected as 
“green wedge” will no 
longer carry this valued 
status. 

It is not widely known 
that the fate of these two 
pleasant areas of coun¬ 
tryside will be decided 
by one person - an 
unknown appointed 
inspector - who will 
have the final say on the 
plan, once sent forwards 
for approval, by the 
planners, in a few 
months time. 

I feel very much for 
all those residents threat¬ 
ened by this huge scale 
of unwanted develop¬ 
ment, which has taken 
them by surprise, and I 
for one will be offering 
them my full support in 
the coming weeks, and 
months, in re-shaping 
the misguided proposals 
that seek to dump a vast 
number of new houses 
into the south-east of the 
Vale.

I N last week’s 
local press, Vale 
cabinet member, 
Jeff James, said he 
wanted local people 
to comment on the 
proposed Local 
Development Plan - 
the plan that will 
approve 10,000 
more homes in the 
Vale without any 
significant road or 
public transport 
improvements. 

Yes, of course more 


homes are needed, but 
too many are planned 
for Barry without the 
infrastructure to sup¬ 
port them. 

That is because crit¬ 
ical decisions are made 
about what happens in 
Barry by councillors 
who don’t live in the 
town - and whose main 
aim is to prevent devel¬ 
opment in the more 
rural areas of the Vale; 
the very areas they rep¬ 
resent. 

We have a cabinet 
system in the Vale.

are letters to 
The GEM regard¬ 
ing the lack of car 
parking in 
Cowbridge. 

On any given day 
(apart from Sunday), 
there are in excess of 
400 cars parked in the 
town, along the roads, in 
the town hall car park 
and in the various sites 
near the cattle market, 
some of which are full 
by 9am. 

Where are all these 
people? They cannot all 
be working in the shops 
and offices. 

On most mornings, 
the High Street has very 
few shoppers. 

Commonsense, and 
indeed common knowl¬ 
edge, tells us that most 
of the occupants of the 
cars in the town hall car 
park leave their cars all 
day and accept lifts to 
either Bridgend or 
Cardiff. 

There seems little 
doubt that this has a 
detrimental effect on the 
number of visitors to the 
town. They cannot park, 
so go elsewhere. 


Surely this should 
now be a pay car park? 

The situation is about 
to become worse. 
Developing the cattle 
market will lose upwards 
of 100 parking spaces, 
while adding to the num¬ 
ber of cars, and the old 
grammar school site in 
Town Mill Road will, we 
are told, generate a fur¬ 
ther 40 cars. 

With parking already 
allowed in Town Mill 
Road, chaos may ensure 
and add to the already 
difficult access to the 
estates south of the town 
walls. 

Great care will need 
to be taken by the new 
Waitrose car park, or the 
use of its 138 spaces will 
be abused, as are the dis¬ 
abled spaces outside 
Tesco (my perennial 
grouse!) 

Quite apart from self¬ 
ish, able-bodied people, 
why are trade vehicles 
allowed to occupy these 
spaces for hours on end? 
Surely our police and 
PCS Os can put a stop to 
this?

Development plan: 

time too short 


HE Local 
Development 
Plan is sup¬ 
posed to be ready 
for consultation, 
which ended on 
March 31. 

It has lasted only six 
weeks, far too short to 
allow residents to get to 
grips with this mass of 
information hidden in 
jargon and many thou¬ 
sands of pages. 

This exercise is com¬ 
pletely inadequate to 
allow the residents of the 
Vale to get know, under¬ 
stand, ask questions and 
make responses to the 
LDP. 

There is no presenta¬ 
tion in the Central Barry 
Library, the most obvi¬ 
ous place where Barry 
people need it - there 
are merely several very 
heavy piles and files of 
documents, none of 
which is laid out. 

There is no explana¬ 
tion provided. 

At the Dock Office, 
the situation is hardly 
better; the presentation is 
on boards in the dark 
corners of the hall, not 
even one room is used to 
display them. 

There is no publica¬ 
tion for visitors to take 
away to study; the map 


of proposals may be 
bought but will cost £15 
a copy, a prohibitive 
price. Visitors are, I sup¬ 
pose, expected to rely on 
using their computers; 
that is not fair and it is 
not good access, nor 
transparent. 

What is apparent to 
me, from asldng ques¬ 
tions only, is that there 
are no proposals to 
improve traffic flows for 
any vehicles other than 
cycles - and only one 
proposal for improving 
bus flow, at the Merry 
Harrier junction. 

Paths for pedestrians 
predominate. Where are 
the improvements to 
help thousands of people 
who commute to Cardiff 
every day, or the lorries 
that need to get to the 
M4 ? 

It appears the council 
prefers to do nothing, let 
traffic jams clog the 
roads, making people 
use unclassified roads to 
get round queues at 
junctions on the very 
few main roads that 
Vale/Barry residents can 
use - and force everyone 
onto buses or trains. 

If that’s the plan, the 
council should say so, 
and let us comment on 
that!

other councils in 
our region. 

I just cannot under¬ 
stand why the Vale 
receives such a poor deal 
from the Welsh 
Government, particular¬ 
ly, as our own local 
Assembly Member for 
the Vale is the Einance 
Minister.

As was highlighted in 
the article featured in 
The GEM, it costs the 
same to fill a pothole or 
resurface a road in the 
Vale as it does in 
Rhondda Cynon Taff, so 
why the disparity in 
funding levels? 

The greatest insult, 
however, came when I 
read that Cardiff, with 
all its business prosperi¬ 
ty and Cardiff Bay 
investment gets £77 
more per person than the 
Vale - that would 
amount to an extra 
£9.6million per year to 
the Vale Council. 

I hope Ms Hutt could 
explain this position. If 
my memory serves me 
correctly, this sort of 
shortfall has been going 
on for the last 10 years 
or so.

The stakeholders had 
strong reservations 
about developing rural 
areas around 
Cowbridge and St 
Athan, while the coun¬ 
cil officers concluded 
that “the disadvantages 
associated with this 
option were considered 
to far outweigh the 
advantages”. 

What has happened 
since then, apart from 
the relaxing of certain 
planning rules, to ren¬ 
der these conclusions 
less valid now? 

Both reports express 


concern over how 
schools, transport and 
other services would 
have to expand to cater 
for incoming residents. 

Maintaining small, 
localised facilities had 
been tried in the past, 
one notes, but the cost 
had proved “exces¬ 
sive”. 

The schools in 
Cowbridge have not 
yet been consulted over 
how they are to absorb 
extra pupils and, while 
the plans include 
“realigning” St Athan 
Road, they do not show 
how a major bottleneck 
is to be prevented at 
the crossroads with 
Eastgate. 

The ongoing debate 
over parking spaces is 
another symptom of 
the lack of transport 


planning. The stake¬ 
holders’ report empha¬ 
sises that new residents 
would need employ¬ 
ment. 

But there has been 
no obvious increase in 
job opportunities, on 
the scale needed, with¬ 
in Cowbridge; while 
the council officers’ 
report suggests that 
increased commuting 
to Cardiff would exac¬ 
erbate congestion and 
harm landscapes. 

Both reports point 
out that creating new 
urban areas in the Vale 
might lead to stagna¬ 
tion and decline else¬ 
where. 

Cowbridge is a pros¬ 
perous town; it is hard 
to see how it could ben¬ 
efit from any invest¬ 
ments arising from this 


development. 

But developing 
Cowbridge, for little 
perceived benefit, 
might funnel money 
away from existing 
urban areas that really 
do need investment. 

Given the opposition 
among Cowbridge resi¬ 
dents to the plan, this 
seems like a lose-lose 
outcome. 

New housing rules, 
by themselves, do not 
constitute a reason to 
ignore other factors. 

I hope these two 
reports will be revisited 
by the Vale Council - 
and that, in particular, 
it will listen to its own 
officers’ former conclu¬ 
sions.

Pencoed man 
is fined after 
his company 
ceased trading 


A BUSINESSMAN 
who was once the 
proprietor of a com¬ 
pany selling window 
shutters, has been 
fined £1,750 and 
ordered to pay costs 
of £1,500 at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Paul Whitehead (50), 
a man with no previous 
convictions, of Heol 
Maes-yr-Haf, Pencoed, 
who owned Inner Shade 
(of Wales) Limited, 
pleaded guilty to making 
a misleading omission 
and falsely stating the 
company was approved 
by the Guild of Master 
Craftsmen. 

The company also 
admitted malang a mis¬ 
leading omission and 
was fined £100. 

Whitehead was dis¬ 
qualified from being a 
company director for two 
years. 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said: “Consumer regula¬ 
tions are very important 
to prevent reckless trad¬ 
ing. 

“You had intended to 
run a decent business, 
but you received some 
poor advice. You are a 
decent family man.” 

He added: “You need 
to think very carefully 
before you embark upon 
running a company.”

Standards, said the com¬ 
pany had offered the 
installation of window 
shutters to Mrs Danielle 
Beck of Torfaen, who 
had contacted the com¬ 
pany in 2010. 

The defendant provid¬ 
ed a quotation of £3,272. 

But, said Mr Bowyer, 
she was not informed she 
had a right to cancel the 
contract within a certain 
period. 

However, a few days 
after being given the 
quotation, she said she 
wanted the company to 
go ahead and was asked 
for a 50 per cent deposit, 
because the blinds were 
“uniquely made”. 

The payment was duly 
made, but she became 
concerned at the lack of 
contact with the defen¬ 
dant. 

In August, she called 
him and he said he had 
suffered a family 
bereavement. 

She was later unable 
to contact him again, and 
eventually got in touch 
via an answering 
machine, after which she 
called Consumer Direct 
Wales. 

She later received cor¬ 
respondence saying the 
company had no funds 
and had ceased trading. 

At that point. 


Bridgend Trading 
Standards began an 
investigation. 

They discovered that 
the company at the time 
was not approved by the 
Guild of Master 
Craftsmen. 

Whitehead later said 
the company had gone 
down because of lack of 
orders and cash flow 
problems, and the blinds 
which had been ordered 
had not been made. 

The court was told 
that Whitehead later said 
that he was “robbing 
Peter to pay Paul”. 

Many customers, said 
Mr Bowyer, had been 
refunded payments. 

Whitehead’s counsel, 
Alex Greenwood said: 
“He is a man of impecca¬ 
ble character. He decided 
to set up on his own in 
business but the reces¬ 
sion started to bite and it 
failed.” 

He had even sought 
advice from the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
as he attempted to deal 
with an escalating situa¬ 
tion. 

At the time, there were 
family problems, with 
one member terminally 
ill, and in 2010, the busi¬ 
ness ceased. 

“Sadly, he let matters 
get on top of him,” said 
Mr Greenwood. 

The court heard that 
he now works as an air¬ 
craft fitter.

VALE’S MARIA IS SIBERIAN 
BLACK ICE ADVENTURER! 


VALE adventurer 
Maria Leijerstam 
has become the first 
woman to complete 
the Siberian Black 
Ice Race along the 
length of Lake 
Baikal. 

She was second to a 
local Russian cyclecross 
champion and out of 20 
starters, one of only 
eight to finish. 

“I was nervous before 
the race,” said Maria, 
“but having now com¬ 
pleted it I’m even more 
nervous about the conse¬ 
quences of racing on 
ice.” 

Due to the unusually 
high day time tempera¬ 
tures the ice had already 
begun to crack and so 
cycling on the ice was 
not just a matter of fit¬ 
ness, it also meant being 
very lucky to avoid open 
water which would have 
lightly re-frozen at night 
as temperatures dipped 
down to -27 degrees. 

Many other competi¬ 
tors succumbed to the 
extreme conditions 
through frost bite, 
fatigue, a fall through the 
ice and one team even 
managed to bum down 
their tent. 

It took Maria only 
seven days and four 
hours to complete the 
race, covering about 
900km as she weaved 
her way around huge 
sastmgi ice fields and 
deep snow. 


“On a few days, the 
wind was so fierce that I 
simply could not stay on 
the bike as it was blown 
from underneath me.” 
said Maria. 

“On other days I was 
having to work really 
hard as I peddled 
through deep snow 
fields. Only occasionally 
I was able to enjoy a tail 
wind on pure unbroken 
ice. It was a race of mas¬ 
sive extremes. 

“Everything freezes, 
so I slept on the ice with 
everything in my sleep¬ 
ing bag. I had batteries, 
toothpaste and wet wipes 
stuffed in my underwear 
and all water was kept 
near to my body.” 

One day Maria took a 
brief involuntary dip as 
her front wheel sank 
right down and she flew 
over the handlebars. “It 
took me four hours that 
evening to dry off next to 
my stove,” she 
explained. 

“Lake Baikal, known 
as the Pearl of Siberia, is 
a beautiful place but now 
I have completed both 
The Siberian Black Ice 
Race 2012 and the warm 
challenge of the 
Marathon Des Sables in 
2007, I’m ready for 
more,” said Maria.

VALE residents and visitors 
to the area can now take full 
advantage of the stunning 
coastline, following the offi¬ 
cial launch of two stretches 
of coastal path at Lavernock 
and Heritage Coast. 

The continuous linear Wales 
Coast Path, which will be com¬ 
pleted in May, will stretch for 
some 1,400km (870 miles) 
around the whole coast of 
Wales, linking to Offas Dyke 
National Trail and running 
along the English border to pro¬ 
vide a complete circuit. 

Eunded by the Welsh 


Government and delivered 
through local authorities from 
2007 to 2013, the Coastal Access 
Improvement Programme will 
make physical improvements to 
existing paths along the coast, 
develop new routes, provide 
information and improve 
opportunities for access. 

In St Mary’s Well Bay, 
Lavernock, the council has 
worked with the Welsh 
Government, South and West 
Wales Wildlife Trust and St 
Mary’s Well Bay Caravan Park 
to provide an alternative route, 
following the collapse of the 


previous footpath due to ero¬ 
sion. 

Within the Heritage Coast, 
the council has worked with 
Dunraven Estates to dedicate 
7.5km of access as a public 
path. 

This represents a sizeable 
addition to the public footpath 
network and in turn has 
allowed major works to be 
undertaken, significantly 
improving the path through the 
valley at Cwm Mawr as well as 
upgrading gates and signing 
along the rest of the route.

Stampede to local 
petrol stations as 
government 
advice backfires 


PETROL stations across the 
Vale and Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough were under siege on 
Thursday, March 29. 

The Coalition Government came 
under fire following remarks made by 
Minister Francis Maude advising peo¬ 
ple that one precaution motorists 
could take would be to fill up a jerry 
can. 

Some people saw it as an indication 
that the tanker drivers were about to 
go on strike and that there would be a 
national fuel shortage. 

Queues developed quickly at petrol 
stations on Thursday morning causing 
a headache for local supermarkets. 
They continued for much of the day 
with many pumps ‘running dry’. 

At Waitrose in Palmerston, staff 
were in the forecourt and car park 
supervising an orderly queue to the 
pumps. Traffic began backing up 


Palmerston Road as the junction into 
the supermarket became clogged up. 

A similar scene developed at the 
Waterfront in Barry. 

A traffic jam developed at the 
roundabout leading into Morrisons. It 
meant people making their way along 
the main road at the Waterfront faced 
delays of up to 20 minutes. 

One Bridgend petrol retailer told 
The GEM: “On the Thursday, people 
were already queueing at a quarter to 
six in the morning. 

“It was non-stop until supplies 
were exhausted in the late afternoon. 
It was quite a relief when we ran out.” 

By Friday, although there were still 
queues at petrol stations, the sense of 
panic had subsided, perhaps thanks to 
an announcement by Unite that tanker 
drivers would not strike over Easter.

I F the domina¬ 
tion of the 
Twilight fran¬ 
chise wasn’t enough 
to make the blood 
of those over the 
age of 18 run cold, 
be warned - there 
is another ‘teen- 
friendly’ series of 
novels heading to 
the big screen - in 
the shape of The 
Hunger Games, 
written by Suzanne 
Collins. 

It tells the story of 
Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence), 
who takes the place of 
her sister when she is 
picked to take part in the 
titular games, a fight to 
the death among repre¬ 
sentatives (or ‘tributes’) 


from the 12 districts that 
make up Panem (that 
once was north 
America). 

Travelling with Peeta 
(Josh Hutcherson) who 
has also been chosen, 
will Katniss be able to 
survive the games, as 
she learns there is more 
to it than simply trying 
to stay alive? 

A teen franchise, pop¬ 
ulated by attractive 
young actors, gobbled 
up by the mass public - 
there is more than a 
fleeting comparison here 
to the dreaded world of 
Twilight. However, if 
you think I’m going to 
continue by talking 
about rubbish acting and 
melodramatic storylines, 
then you’d be wrong; 
The Hunger Games is a 
different kettle of fish 
altogether. 


A teen film about 
teenagers and children 
killing each other to sur¬ 
vive isn’t a fresh, or 
shocking, idea for any¬ 
one who has seen the 
incredible Japanese film 
Battle Royale which 
deals with similar cir¬ 
cumstances, but given 
this is a mainstream 
affair, it is an often 
unflinching film that 
tests its 12A certificate. 

This is both a positive 
and a negative - good, 
because it is a refreshing 
change of cinematic 
pace - a negative 
because invariably the 
brutality of the blood¬ 
shed and the magnitude 
of the characters’ actions 
are underplayed too 
much.

The spectre of death 
may be hanging over the 
characters, but we never 
really see the inner 
workings of the fear of

IF you get the 
impression that 
everything is hap¬ 
pening at once in 
the technical world 
of computing, you 
are quite right!

I find the pace of 
change fascinating, but 
keeping up is challeng¬ 
ing intellectually and can 
be expensive. I have to 
be selective and adjust to 
circumstances 

The trouble is the 
sheer range of duties that 
computers now perform. 
Whereas a vacuum 
cleaner has been around 
for longer and still sucks 
dust out of your carpet, 
the computer - devised 
to improve the reliability 
of calculations - has 
become the Swiss army 
knife of electronics. 

Computing is at the 
heart of digital cameras, 
telephones, web brows¬ 
ing, music making, 
broadcasting and so on. 
There isn’t one that 
makes the coffee (as far 
as I am aware), but your 
home appliances are 
now programmable 
remotely. 

Trials are in progress 
to prove that computers 
can drive your car for 
you. It seems to be work¬ 
ing. Sat-Nav. systems 
will need improvement 
to maintain overall safe¬ 
ty- 

Continued product 
development is quicken¬ 
ing; manufacturers are 
able to improve their 
computers, operating 
systems and software 
applications at ever- 
shortening intervals. 

The first serious ver¬ 
sion of Windows (3.1) 
was released in 1992 and 
went through a series of 
tweaks until a major step 
forward with Windows 
XPin 2001 (13 years). 

The next major 
change was Windows 7 
in late 2009 (via 
Windows Vista). 

Windows 8 is expect¬ 
ed later in 2012, after 
only three years. Yet 
many users are still

Apple computers have 
similarly gone through a 
process of development 
starting with the Apple 
Macintosh (Mac) and 
spreading its wings into 
the wider market with 
the iPod (music player); 
iPhone (telephone, tex¬ 
ting, browsing and 
emailing, with built-in 
camera) and then the 
iPad (a hand-held com¬ 
puter with all of the 
above and more). 

Apple stays ahead of 
its competitors by inno¬ 
vation and better design. 
That’s not just me talk¬ 
ing, but the general view 
of the press - and the 
public who buy the prod¬ 
ucts and regard the better 
quality worth the higher 
price. 

The iPad is now in its 
third version in three 
years, the latest having a 
much improved screen 
definition, as well as 
other bells and whistles. 

My approach to a 
prospective purchase is 
to read about it to get the 
feel of people at large 
(not just the manufactur¬ 
er’s hype). Then I go for 
the best specification I 
can afford; trying to 
avoid paying for features 
that will never be used. 

Then I stick with it 
until either significant 
improvements have been 
made or the kit is show¬ 
ing severe signs of age. 
It means that I do not 
have the very latest 
gadgets, but I have been 
happy with my policy 
for the last 20 years 
without bearing the high 
cost of keeping pace 
with continued product 
improvement. 

Anyone care to hazard 
a guess when a single 
universal gadget will be 
on the market to do 
everything?

FROM HOMELY PENARTH TO THE 
WroE OPEN SPACES OF AMERICA 


THE ‘Wartime Weekend’ to commemorate the 
70th anniversary of the American troops coming 
to the Vale of Glamorgan will take place over the 
weekend of June 16-17 at the Barry Waterfront. 
Further details can be found on the ‘barryatwar’ 
website. Glen Booker continues his series about 
some of the Vale women who married Gls during 
the Second World War. Glen explained: “In June 
2010, 1 made contact with Mrs Joy Stanley in 
Washington State, USA. Her youngest son, Mr 
Steve Stanley, has written this very interesting 
account of the life and times of his mother... ” 

MOM was born on April 20, 1925 in 
Cardiff and her father, Frank Townend, 
was born in Stepney, east London. Her 
mother Gladys Morgan hailed from St 
Mellons, which is now part of Cardiff; 
growing up in the west end of London in 
the Shepherd’s Bush area and returning 
to Wales in 1942 to live in Penarth while 
her father was posted with the RAF as an 
anti-aircraft battery training officer. 

Currans 

AT the age of 17, mom made the daily trek to 
Cardiff from Penarth to work at the Currans 
Foundry (Dumballs Road, Cardiff Bay) manufactur¬ 
ing tank tracks, as the war effort was in full swing. 

She often recalls the hard, heavy work and the 
rotating shift work. It was her job to pour the 
moulds for the track links. To this very day, her back 
suffers from the heavy lifting. 

Joy Vanessa Townend met Sergeant Utah Stanley, 
US Army, at the Esplanade pub and hotel in Penarth 
spring of 1944. Mom and some of her girlfriends 
were having a shandy (usually more lemonade than 
beer) and dad was on a pass from G-40 near Barry. 

My dad went to Africa in 1942 with the 2nd 
Armored Div. He was assigned to the motor compa¬ 
ny at G-40 after convalescing from wounds suffered 
in Italy. 

He was awaiting the D-day invasions. Mom 
recalls him going to France, but he did not talk 
about the separation a great deal. 

Wedding 

AFTER the end of war in Europe, dad returned to 
Penarth and he and mom were wed on August 18, 
1945. They often talked about the counselling with 
Army Chaplains about the pending marriage, but 
through some red tape and with some pleading from 
my father with US Army officials, they finally got 
the blessing of Uncle Sam. 

USA 

DAD departed the UK in January 1946 and mom 
followed on a Liberty ship in March of that same 
year. The crossing of the Atlantic in the early spring 
was very rough going - she was pretty much sea 
sick for the better part of the voyage. 

Arriving in New York City in late March, she and 
many of the other women boarded trains bound for 
Chicago - Chicago was the dispersal point for all 
the war brides going past the Mississippi river. 

On the train that she boarded, she was the one 
going the farthest, the second to last being a woman 
debarking in Montana. She arrived in Wenatchee, 




Washington late at night 
on April 3, 1946. 

Shock is how she 
described the trip across 
the US, especially after 
leaving Chicago - its 
vastness and no towns of 
any real size, let alone a 
city such as she was 
accustomed to. She 
recalled the enormous 
mountains and free run¬ 
ning rivers of the west¬ 
ern US. 

My dad and his sister 
Dorothy were there to 
meet her. Mom always 
talks about the first pan 
she and dad bought the 
very next morning before travelling the 67 miles up 
the Columbia River to her new home in Brewster, 
Washington. To this very day, that pan is still used 
almost daily! 

Meeting the family 

MEETING her in-laws was intimidating. Her sis¬ 
ters-in-law welcomed her with open arms, as well as 
dad’s three brothers. However, the welcome mat 
ended there. Matt and Mary Stanley, my dad’s par¬ 
ents, acted very indifferently towards her at first. 
Over the years, those feelings changed. 

Neither mom nor dad knew anyone in the area. 
Dad had enlisted in the US Army in Texas, where he 
was born and raised; the family had moved to 
Washington State during the war years. 

The land of milk and 
honey was dry of milk 
and shy of honey 

MONEY was very hard to come by and times were 
lean. Jobs were few at the end of the war for many 
of the returning Gls. Most of dad’s savings were 
used by the family over the years to meet their 
needs. Their first home was a three-room farm 
worker’s cabin. Utah had to take a job working in an 
apple orchard where his father was foreman. 



She often talks of how bad my father felt for not 
having a better life to bring her to. Prior to the war, 
dad worked for the railroad in Texas, but by not 
returning to that part of the US he was not able to 
retain that job. 

They would often recall that first cold winter with 
only wood heat and a wood cook stove in the drafty 
little cabin they called home. 

I have always had the distinct impression that 
they would have not changed a part of that looking 
back. 

In July of 1946, my brother Frank was bom in 
Okanogan, Washington, the first of three children. 

Homesickness 

HOMESICKNESS and loneliness were the order of 
the day while dad was at work and mom wondered 
what she had done. 

Love and her fortitude prevailed and she kept on 
track. She is the strongest woman I have ever had 
the pleasure to know. One can only imagine what 
that must have been like to leave all you know and 
go to a strange place so far from home. 

Keep in mind that this was before the days of just 
jumping on a plane to go for a visit - often she talks 
of tears she shed in private. 

After a brief time in Nevada in 1947, dad got a 
job working for the Great Northern Railroad after 
returning to Washington State. 

Mom recalls not liking the deserts or Nevada. 
She said she hated it. Strong words for my dear 
mom. 

In 1950, my sister Pam was born in Quincy, 
Washington. Shortly after Pam’s arrival, dad started 
working constmction on the great hydro electric 
dams of the Pacific Northwest. 

At about this time, they purchased their first 
home in Pateros, Washington, where they resided 
for over 35 years. 

Finally settled down, mom decided she wanted to 
work for extra income. Being the largest apple pro¬ 
ducing region in the world, it was only natural that 
mom started working in the packing plants. 

Going to apple packing school in 1954, she 
worked the long, gruelling hours on hard concrete 
floors for the next 30 years. This was certainly not 
what one could call a cushy job. The only consola¬ 
tion is the fact that the work was indoors. 

However, during the summer months she worked 
in the orchards with my brother and sister. That was 
a way for the kids to make some of their own 
money. They had to be accompanied by an adult and 
mom was there like she always is. 

Back home 

IN 1957, she made her first return visit home. She 
recalls the excitement of seeing her people again. 11 


A joyful return to Penarth in 1977. 

years had passed and it was much easier than her 
first transit - this time they travelled by plane, 
returning to London where grandma and grandpa 
resided. 

Of course, there was a return to Penarth to meet 
with some of her old friends June Mathews, 
Rosemary Carr and another war bride from Penarth, 
Betty (nee Turpitt), who resides in New York State. 

June and Rosemary remained in Penarth. The 
four of these women all worked at Currans together 
during the war years. 

In 1963, Steve was bom, the last of the clan. In 
1969, grandma Glad came to visit. That was my first 
time meeting her. Oh what we had missed! We made 
trips to visit in 1977 and 79. 

Mom and dad made their last trip in October of 
1981 and gran passed away that October. 

Dad retired in 1982 and mom followed in about 
1985. I know my dad was in love with her until his 
passing on September 3, 2004. Mom wept on that 
day like none other. 

Proud of heritage 

I AM so proud of my heritage. To have a proper lady 
in the house has been a tme blessing. 

Mom and dad also have two grandchildren: 
Trevor and Stacy Stanley. 

Mom is the most gentle soul I have ever known. 
She loves animals and cares for all the little birds in 
the backyard. I would say that a good share of her 
pension goes to the purchase of bird seed. 

She talks of the ‘Old Country’ quite often. She 
was the perfect companion for my dad and helped 
him through many nightmares. My father carried 
the war with him until his passing, like so many vet¬ 
erans. 

Her friends abound in the Manson, Washington 
area. She is involved in a civic club fortnightly and 
is also a faithful attendant of weekly bible study. 

Growing up, us kids never went without a warm 
hat or mittens that mom would knit for us. Actually, 
we never went without anything.
